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CLINKER 


The following abstracts of inquiries repre- 
sent a number of those recently submitted to 
the Building Research Station. The infor- 
mation given in the replies quoted is based 
on available knowledge. It has to be borne 
in mind that further scientific investigations 
may in the course of time indicate directions 
in which the replies might be sup nted or 
modified. Moreover, the replies relate to 
the specific subject of each inquiry, and are 
not necessarily suitable for general appli- 
cation to all similar problems. 

It was reported by a housing authority that 
defects h arisen in a number of houses, 
the walls of which are constructed of clinker 
concrete piers and longitudinal beams with 


embedded steel reinforcement; the panel fill- 
inz is of hollow construction, with outer and 
inner leaves of clinker*concrete blocks and a 
Zin. air space The walls are finished exter- 
nally with a gun-applied cement rendering. 


In many houses the rendering has cracked 
adiy, and rain has penetrated through the 
outer leaf of the hollow portions of the wall 
and by some means bridged the cavity and 
made itself apparent as damp patches on the 
internal plastering. Some time previonsly 
the rendering on a number of houses had 
been replaced but the new rendering cracked 
and vermitted penetration of water. 


Reply — 
Examination of the houses by an investi- 
gator of the Building Research Station 


showed that the cracking of the renderings 
took place chiefly along horizontal joints of 
the clinker concrete slabs and piers, although 
in a number of cases there was considerable 
mesh-like cracking of the renderings on tie 
face of the slabs. It was considered that 
cach widespread cracking of the renderings 
was due to more than the norma! shrinkage 
movement of clinker concrete, and was more 
akin to that produced by the use of unsound 
aggregate. that is, clinker containing par- 

les of coal or partly consumed coal of a 
pe tentially dangerous character. Laboratory 
examination of specimens of the clinker con- 
crete taken from the walls of various | 


confirmed that the clinker aggregate was un- 
acund 


Since the trouble was éssentially due | 
to tle use of ansound clinker, it was to be 
expected that the movement would be pro- 
gressive, though it was impossible to predict 
the ultimate amount of expansion or disin- 


tegration of the defective concrete.  Re- 
rendering the walls or the direct application 
0! any other surface treatment could not be 


nore than a temporary remedy,.and it is 
doubtful whether any treatment short of 
‘evering the whole of the exterior walls with 
an independent tile or slate ging or 
Wweather-boarding will do much improve 
ccnditions.

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DUBLIN STREET

CORROSION OF STEELWORK.

The following abstract of inguiry was sub- 
mitted to the Building Báiáinh Station :— 
An architect requested the advice of the 
Station in the following circumstances. He 
had been instructed to complete a building 
where operations had begun some three vears 
previously, but through. anforseen circum- 
stances, had been stopped. The steelwork 
of the building had been exposed during this 
period and was now corroded. There was 
some doubt as to the advisability of retaining 
the steelwork, and, if retained, as to the best 
method of treating the surfaces to prevent 
further corrosion. 
Reply—The question of the structural 
stability of the steelwork is a matter which 
does not fall within the scope of the work of 
this Station, and if any apprehensions are 
felt as to the weaknening of the members by 
corrosion, it is suggested that the services 
of a consultant engineer be sought. Should 
it be decided to retain the steelwork, it will 
be necessary to remove all rust, either by 
sand-blasting or scraping and brushing, before 
any remedial measures are attempted. To 
protect the steelwork from further corrosion, 
inting with two coats of bituminous paint 
is probably as satisfactory a method as_any ; 
it 1s suggested, however, that additional pro- 
tection may be obtained by applying a chro. 
mate primer before the bituminous paint. 
Particular attention would have to be paid to 
the work around bolts and at angles, and 
where the steel enters the ground or concrete. 
In certain cases it might be worth while 
pouring a bed of molten bitumen at the bases 
of columns.

Every arch has to be supported from beneath 
as you build it, and also as you demolish it. 
You cannot demolish one arch at a time; for 
the thrust from the adjacent arches would 
topple over the piers. When the old bridge 
is being demolished it will look, with its 
miniature forest of timber, very much the 
same as when itv tude was building it. 

Sir Frederick is hopeful that the plans both 
for the demolition .and the rebuilding will be 
ready by July. He expects it will be five 
years before the new bridge is opened. 

“I believe,” he said, “ that the Unemiploy- 
ment Grarts Committee used to accept the 
view that a £1,000,000 job meant work for 
4.000 or 5,000 men for a year. The same sort 
of figures will probably be applicable to the 
amount of direct and indirect employment 
given by the new bridge.”

DURABILITY TEST FOR 
VARNISH.

A new test for obtaining some idé@ of 
the relative life of each ‘of a number 
of different kinds of varnish has been 


developed by the Bureau of Standards in 
America. ‘The test can be completed in a 
single day, and consists in exposing the 
varnish on a metal panel to an intense light, 
such as that from a carbon are, under con- 
trolled conditions. At the end of an hour’s 
such exposure the thin panel is taken and 
bent over a rod of fixed diameter. It has 
been found that the more durable the 
varnish the longer may it be éxposed to the 
light in this way before it cracks on been- 
ing.

With the arc 
welding method, metal is deposited electric- 
ally on the surface of the rail worn away 
by traffic by a special electrode, which is 
fused by current from a portable welding 
plant by the lineside. The process, which is 
accompanied by copsiderable heat and a 
brilliant light, results in the metal i 
completely joined to the original rail, and is 
equal to it in hardness, strength and mets 
ness. When sufficient metal has been welded 
on, an electric grinding wheel attached to 
the plant makes. the surface of the deposit 
smooth and true, and the crossing is then 
as good as new. The L.N.E.R. experiments 
with this device have been so satisfactory 
that: an order has been placed for twelve 
more electric welding and brinding plants 
all of British design and manufacture,

~ DEVELOPING OF ART 
IN SCOTLAND. 


The middle of the eighteenth century was 
the beginning of the period when the Scottish 
artist an be regarded as a home pro int, 
and, in some measure, the result of local 
training, said Mr. Stanley Cursitor, 0.B.E., 
Director of the National Gallery of Scot- 
land, in opening the second of his series of 
Hermione Lectures at Alexandra College, 
Dublin, yesterday, in which he is treating 
“Painting in Scotland.’ Sir Philip Han 
son presided. 

Mr. Cursitor said that William de la Cour, 
a Fretichman and the first art master at the 
Trustees’ Academy in Edinburgh, was a por- 
trait and landscape painter of no very great 
merit, but he brought to Scotland a taste for 
rather pretty, elegant and slightly superficial 

siture. While his work made no great 
appeal and did not claim attention, his lands- 
capes ám- a semi-classic and devorative vein 
were the beginnings of the Scottish landscape 
echool. Alexander Nasmyth’s landscapes 
were a little formal, conventional in their 
rm ig and execution, but they strove to- 
a record of Scottish scenery, and 
Nasmyth was usually called the father of 
Scottish landscape.

As the awards 
for plays have already been made, only the 
actual stage productions will be judged during 
the Games. The preliminary competitions 
for the Dublin area will be held in connection 
with the forthcoming Father Mathew Feis, 
and the Belfast competitions will form the 
Northern Drama Feis during the week 
beginning April 11th. The judge for the 
Dublin competitions will be Mr, Hilton 
Edwards, director and producer at the Gate 
Theatre, Dublin, and for the Northern Drama 
Feis Mr. Desmond MacCarthy, the well- 
known man of letters and historian of the 
great days of the Royal Court Theatre under 
the Barker-Vedrenne management. These 
competitions should be borne in mind by all 
who control amateur dramatic societies. 


THE MALVERN FESTIVAL. 


It is announced that this year’s Malvern 
Festival will once more present a survey of 
four centuries of English drama. The festival 
will begin on Monday, August Ist, with 
“The Play of the Wether,” an “ Interlude” 
by John Heywood, dated about 1535, and 
7 ph Roister Doister,’’ the earliest known 
English comedy. a “The 
Alchemist,”” by Ben Johnson, will be pro- 
duced, and on Wednesday Thomas Southern's 
“Orinoco,”’ & tragedy of the West Indies, 
dated 1695. Henry Fielding’s “ Tom Thumb 
the Great,” a skit of about 1730, which the 
author called “a tragedy of tragedies,’’ will 
be revived on the Thursday, and on Friday 
Boucicault’s “London Assurance’’ will be 
revived to represent the nineteenth century. 
The twentieth century will be again, as 
on the first occasion, represented by 
a new play by Bernard Shaw entitled 
‘Too True to be Good,' which will be staged 
for the first time in England on Saturday, 
August 6th. The Festival will continue for 
three weeks, the same sequence of plays 
being followed in each week. The full 
stren of Sir Barry Jackson's companies 
will available, and the production is in 
the very accomplished hands of Mr. H. K. 
Ayliff, of the Birmingham Repertory Theatre. 


GATE THEATRE CONCERT. 


The third of the series of Sunday afternoon 
concerts arranged by Mr. Joseph Schofield 
will be given at the Gate Theatre, Dublin, 
on Sunday next at 3.30 p.m. In accordance 
with the promise made in the prospectus oi 
these concerts, the programme will include 
several works by Irish composers, those who 
will figure in next Sunday’s programme being 
Stanford, Crofts, Swan, Hennessy and Liam 
Norris. The orchestra, under the control of 
Mr. Schoheld, will render “ Impressions of 
Italy,” by Charpentier. and German’s “ Two 
Dances from Henry VIII.,” and the String 
Trio will give a Beethoven excerpt. Miss 
Mary Maguire will sing three groups of songs, 
including “ Song of the Banshee” and “ Bring 
me & Shawl from Galway, and Mr. Schofield 
} will give ‘cello solos from Bach and Offen- 
bach. With such an excellent programme this 
concert should attract the liberal support of 
all who love musie. 


THE DUBLEN REPERTORY 
THEATRE, 


Almost unnoticed a new theatrical organi- 
sation has come inte apparently vigorous 
being in Dublin under the title “The Dublin 
Repertory Theatre.” Twenty or more years 
ago there was an organisation with the same 
title doing good work in Dublin under the 
direction of the late Evelyn Ashley, and 
with the late Countess Markievicz as one of 
its most prominent members, Following in 
the steps of its predecessor, Dublin’s new 
Repertory Theatre, will stage entirely new 
plays as readily as the established plays of 
the contemporary theatre, and its directors 
are vigorously seeking new plays by Irish 
authors. is new venture was started by 
Mr, Jonty Hanaghan in the Peacock Theatre 
year, U the title, “The Peacock 
ry Players,” but it has now estab.

SHAKESPEARE MEMORIAL 
THEATRE. 


The new Shakespeare Memorial Theatre, 
built to replace the old theatre which was 
destroyed by fire in 1926, will be formally 
opened on Shakespeare's birthday, 25rd 
pril, by the Prince of Wales. This will 
y bring a large number of enthusiasts 
Stratford-on-Avon for the occasion, and 
throughout the season there is likely to be a 
om influx of visitors to the town.

lway company’s statement is, in Mr. 
Forde-Nagle’s sentence, dubbed a 
“ belated apologia.”” His second sentence 
refers to the secretary s circular as displaying 
a “ dictatorial tone,” and as an expression 
of the “righteous indignation of the 
directors."’ hich is it? With all the assur- 
ance of an after-event prophet, he tells us 
that the road problem’ is actually fourteen 
years old, and was apparently generally 
accepted and encountered as far back as in. 
say, 1918. The road problem is for all rail- 
ways of to-day a world-wide one. In this 
respect the Great Southern Railways Com- 


, pany of Ireland does not stand in a singular 


position. 

If Mr. Forde-Nagle’s ipse dizit is aceepted, 
all the world’s railway directors and manage- 
ments have been asleep for years. The hon. 
secretary of the Cork Association, if he 
is to be believed, seems to have been 
exceptionally wide awake, even fourteen 
years ago, as to the impending calamity. 

hat a misfortune it was that he kept 
his knowledge so secret and so long! 
He tells us to read the Act of 1924, which, 
he says, the directors accepted, and to 
which all our present woes are alleged to 
be due. I decline to accept his suggestion. 
1 was a shareholder before and since the 
year 1924, and my recollection tells me that 
the Act of that year was no more “' accepted "’ 
by the Railways Company than were the 
Acts of the present year. They were con- 
ceived equally by the Government, and their 
enactment certainly did not depend on any 
acceptance or rejection on the part of the 
railways. As a matter of fact, one of the 
companies vainly maintained its opposition to 
the bill of 1924 until forced to accept it as 
an Act. These reviews of past and irrevoc- 
able events are, however, far removed from 
the direct issue of to-day. Their introduction 
into the discussion of that subject is futile 
and fruitless, except, perhaps, to reveal the 
hopeless line of country our Cork protectors 
marked out for themselves and for us to 
travel. As usefully might some reformer of 
the moral ills of the world at this moment 
invite men to seek and find a cure by 
recalling the story of Adam and Eve in the 
Garden of Eden, and thus realise what mortal 
misery resulted from Eve's curiosity and 
Adam’s fatal weakness. 

Of the extraordinary jumble of ideas 
expressed by Mr. Forde-Nagle not the least 
es is that in which he dismisses, with 
a Jove-like nod, the directors’ unprecedented 
reduction of £365,019 in the company’s 
expenditure within the single year of 1951. 
The directors’ statement, which he quotes, 
claims, on their behalf, that for a long period 
they had carefully scrutinised every item of 
expenditure, with the economic result above 
indicated. They evidently counted confidently 
on the commendation and approval of the share- 
holders generally, and I know that many simple 
shareholders, like myself, felt gratified and 
indebted to the board. We were entire! 
wrong and unwise, it seems; for the Cork 
oracle declares these methods to be ‘‘ open 
to serious criticisms’’; and we are warned 
that the policy of curtailing services and 
reducing wages “ to an absolute minimum is 
no remedy, and is bound to result in in- 
efficiency.” Two points emerge from this 
quotation—(a) the expression, “ an absolute 
minimum,’ is, apparently, Mr. Forde-Nagle’s 
own (I cannot trace it in any statement from 
the company), and (b), even if it were a 
phrase of the directors, I fail to follow the 
dictum taat, if my salary or wages were 
reduced to the absolute minimum, my 
efficiency would automatically become re- 
duced, or be actually translated into | in- 
efficiency. If curtailment of losing services 
and reduction of wages had not been effected 
in 1951, the company would assuredly have 
been the rer to-day to the amount of 
£565,019-—that is, unless they had had the 
good fortune to share Mr. Forde-Nagle’s 
secret knowledge, still undisclosed, of tne 
preferable alternative policy of unobjection- 
able rosg F 

I have only one further comment to make 
on Mr. Forde-Nagle’s letter. Since he 
oceupies the position of honorary secretary 
of a body which he describes as presided 


over by the Lord Mayor of Cork, and re- 


presenting the considered opinions of many 
of the leading business men of that city and 
county, one is surely entitled to expect from 
aim something more than mere assertion, 
and especially some clear and definite indica- 
tion of the remedies he proposes to apply to 
the disease which has called his association 
into being. No remedy has been su gested 
beyond the reduction in the number of 
directors (which, even if it were desir. 
able, and were effected, would not im. 
prove the position any more than 
the removal of a I from an 
elephant’s back would affect’ the elephant) 
or the replacing of all, or some of them. by 
others—presumably from Mr. Forde-Nagle's 
association. 
Mr. Forde-Nagle quotes scattered items 
from a sentence in the railway company’s

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A DUBLIN LECTURE, 


The “ Antiquities of Ireland ' was the anb- 
ject of a lecture, illustrated by lantern 
slides, given by Mr. Frank Stephens to the 
members of An Oige at Hatch street Hall, 
Dublin, last night.

And no 
sooner was it finished than he began ‘‘Israel 
in Egypt,’’ completing the whole great 
oratorio in less than a month. 

He produced “' Saul” at the King’s 
Theatre in the following January, but, 
though it was repeated several times, it 
made no great impression—nothing like 
the success of its revival in his declining 
years. á 

Hoping íor better things, he followed 
it soon afterwards with “Israel in 
Egypt,”’ only to meet with more crushing 
disappointment ; no one wanted it, and, 
except for one repetition in 1740, it was 
not heard again until Handel was an old 
man. We know better now; for genera- 
tions past, indeed, the great work has 
held the place to which its splendid 
strength and bigness entitle it, as impres- 
sive to listen to as it is uplifting to sing.

PIG-BREEDERS AND 
TARIFFS. 


a 


At a meeting of the Irish Large White 
Pig Breeders’ Association at Ballsbridge 
yesterday, reference was made to the desira- 
bility of a tariff on imported bacon and pig 
products. 

Colonel C. M. Gibbon, hon. secretary, was 
of opinion that an Irish tariff was absolutely 
useless. What they really wanted was a 


| British tariff, under which they would have 


preference as a member of the Common- 
wealth. A tariff in Ireland would only help 
the overweight pig, and this only if the pig 
was cured by a farmer himself. 

There was then the question to be con- 
sidered, whether the extra cost of feeding 
au overweight pig and of curing it, as com- 
pared with the feeding and curing of a light- 
weight pig would not more than off-set any 
advantage to be given by a tariff. The heavy- 
weight pig was bought mainly by the farmer, 
so that he would be hit more than anybody 
else. But if England put a tariff on bacon 
imports the Irish farmer could sell all his 
pigs at a remunerative price in the British 
market. 

American bacon, continued Colonel Gibbon, 
was still coming into Wexford. Bacon was 
cured in the factory for export on an average 
of nine days, but to produce the bacon de- 
manded by the farmer for his own require- 
ments took a 21 days’ cure. That meant 
reducing the output of the factory, locking 
up its capital for 21 days instead of nine, 
and so making it more expensive to produce 
heavy bacon. 

Rev. Brother Jarlath Edwards, who pre- 
sided. and other members, were in favour of 
a home tariff for the production of the Free 
State market. 

Mention was made of the fact that there 
was now no demand for young sows, and that 
a farmer recently had to sell a sow and 
eight bonhams for £3 10s.

Julius Caesar was a man of versatile 
genius, and it is not surprising that uis 
shadow looms large behind many of the 
aspirations of Fascist Italy. ow an 
aspect of him has been revealed which, if 
not entirely novel, has not been defined 
hitherto in so many words, The National 
Federation of Fascist Journalists has 
decided that Julius Cesar shall be 
patron of the journalists’ craft. It 
pleads the case convincingly. His 
Acta Diurna—tables that published .the 
news items of the day—mark him 
out as the father of journalism. Since 
his slaves carried the graven or 
painted blocks, and posted them in 
various quarters of Rome and the pro- 
vinces, he is clearly the first circulation 
manager. The qualities of censor and 
sub-editor are added to him by his care- 
ful selection of news for publication ; and 
he laid the beginnings of verbatim report- 
ing by the employment of a form of short- 
hand for journalistic purposes. Finally, 
was he not the perfect war, foreign and 
diplomatic correspondent’ After this 
battery of qualifications it would be hard 
to dispute Casar's claim, although the 
younger Pliny—if only for his narrative 
of Vesuvius in eruption—and Tacitus 
could claim journalistic laurels in a more 
limited sphere. Cesar, we believe, would 
not be displeased with the new honour— 
unless, indeed, his austerity were revolted 
by some of the Sunday newspapers.

GENERAL SATISFACTION. 


Mr. Chamberlain's announcement of the 
withdrawal of the Treasury Order restrict- 
ing the purchase by British nationals of 
foreign exchange has given much satis- 
faction both in business and political

Lobby Correspondent. The Treasury Order 
was made the day after the gold standard 
was suspended. 

The Order has now been withdrawn 
because there is no longer any danger of 
people being nervous about the pros- 
pects of sterling. There is said to be 
a good deal of nervousness in some of the 
gold-standard countries about their own 
currencies, but the confidence in sterling 
is general, and has developed toa re- 
markable degree. This is one of the few 
countries that is balancing its Budget. In 
authoritative quarters it is pointed ont 
that the withdrawal of the restriction does 
not alter the fact that a speculative 
export of capital by a British national 
would be an unpatriotic act.

He said that he was glad to be able to 
inform the House that substantial pro- 
gress had been made in the matter of the 
repayment of credits given by France and 
America in August last year. Arrange- 
ments, he added, have been completed to 
meet more than half the obligations. 
(Cheers.) 150,000,000 dollars of the 
American credit will be repaid on Friday 
next, thus reducing the credit from, 
roughly, £40,000,000 to, roughly, 
£10,000,000. This repayment is final, the 
lenders having contented to return the 
proportional part of ome per cent. com- 
mission, as from the date of the maturity 
of the existing bills. 

The credit given by the French banks 
is now reduced by, approximately, 1,600 
million francs, from, roughly, £20,000,000 
to, roughly, £7,000,000. The remaining 
section of this French credit is repre- 
sented by Treasury bills, to the amount 
of, roughly, £20,000,000, in the hands of 
individual French holders, and we have 
no power to require them to accept re- 
payment before August.

He will take it by the handle, 
and give it a few quick flicks, like an 
effort to whip a top with both hands to 
gether. He is “ feeling’’ for the balance 
of the club, as he “' feels " for it when he is 
waggling on the tee. That is the waggle 
which Tom Shannon, of Milltown, explained 
in a previous article in this series, ' For 
Irish Golfers.”’
